Mr.  Chairman^  Laaies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a combined  report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  years  1942  and-  194-35  which  has  been 
delayed  by  pressure  of  current  work  and  depletion  of  staff  arising  out 
of  Mi'dv  conditions. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  continued  to  be  good^ 
despite  the  prolonged  strain  of  the  years  of  war.  The  birth  rate, 
which  declined  to  12.2  in  1940  and  1941^,  showed  a steady  and  substantial 
rise  to  17 •!  in  19435  while  the  death  rate  reiwained  stationary.  The 
infantile  mortality  rates  fell  to  the  very  low  levels  of  21  per  1^000 
live  births  in  1942^  and  27  per  1^000  live  births  in  19435  compared  vjith 
49  per  Ip 000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  low. 

Minor  epidemics  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  both 
the  years  under  review-p  and  there  was  a slight  rise  in  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  during  194) « Cases  of  Diphtheria  were  few  in  number. 

Gooq  progress  in  the  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  was 
shown  by  a census  of  children  cafried  out  in  19435  which  proved  that 
over  Q0%  of  tlie  children  in  the  Urban  District  had  been  immunised. 

There  was  no  case  of  Typhoid  fever  or  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  during  the 
two  years . 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  v/erc  satisf actoryp  and 
the  sanitary  \;ork  was  efficiently  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  InspactoTp  Mr.  J.W.  Gale^  w?ho  has  also  given  most  valuable 
service  in  the  organisation  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  and  Ambulance 
Services, 

A-  nevi/'  Civil  Ambulance  Service  was  introduced  on  28th  April; 
19435  and  has  been  operated  effectively  by  Civil  Defence  personnel. 

I would  express  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  duty  of  all  the  personnel  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services. 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  helpful  aavice 
and  assistance;  and  I am  ineebted  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  close  co-operation.

Laboratory  i^'acilities . 

From  the  1st  July^,  1943p  an  arrangement  vrds  made  for 
bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  (sputum^  swabs^  etc. ^ 
milk^  xvater  and  other  foods)  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Laboratory^  Epsom  College.  These  facilitieSp  together  with 
those  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory  at  Sutton  and  Cheam 
Hospitalp  are  covered  by  an  agreed  annual  block  sump  based  on  the 
average  cost  incurred  during  the  three  years  ending  March  plstp  1999“ 

Chemical  examinations  are  dealt  with  as  in  previous  years p 
namely  the  Public  Analyst  or  Messrs,  ilidealp  Hideal  and  Sciver. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
under  the  Act  of  1938- 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Up  to  Aprilp  19495  the  Ambulances  of  adjoining  local 
authoritieSp  hadp  by  agreement p been  used  for  street  acciaent  cases 
occurring  in  the  district. 

Since  28th  Aprilp  1949>  the  Council  have  operated  their  own 
AmbulancOp  the  primary  use  thereof  being  for  accident  caseSp  urgent 
illness  and  maternity  cases.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the 
Ambulance  in  such  caseSp  when  the  disposal  of  the  casualty  or 
patient  is  to  a local  hospital. 

The  use  of  the  Ambulance  is  permitted  for  cases  of  a non- 
urgent charaeteup  if  the  Ambulance  is  available  at  the  time  it  is  so 
required.  The  charges  for  this  type  of  case  are  7/8d,  for  a journey 
within  the  districtp  10/-  to  adjoining  districtSp  and  1/-  per  mile  for 
other  destinations. 

A Rolls  Hoyce  Car  was  purciiased  to  obtain  a chas^i-is  and  the 
Ambulance  body  was  built  and  fitted  thereto  by  Messrs,  Wilson  and 
Stockallp  Ltd.p  of  Buryp  Lancs. 

The  difficult  task  under  v/ar-time  conditions  of  selecting 
and  procuring  a suitable  chassis  for  adaptation  as  an  Ambul£mcep  was 
entrusted  to  a bub -Commit tee  of  the  Council  with  the  assistance  of 
Mr.  J.ViJ.  GalOp  the  Chief  banitary  Inspector p and  Mr.  R.A,  Vi'insfordp 
the  Council's  workshop  engineer p to  whom  thanks  are  due  for  their 
careful  supervision  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  vehicle. 

The  Ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Sutton  Lane  Depot p and 
staffed  by  personnel  of  Civil  Defencop  who  have  conducted  this  public 
service  ¥jith  care  and  efficiency. 

It  was  originalljr  intended  that  the  Ambulance  should  be 
attached  to  a fire  brigade  for  the  districtp  but  the  formation  of  a 
National  Fire  Service  made  this  impracticablep  and  therefore  the 
alternative  arrangement  of  attachment  of  the  Ambulance  to  Civil 
Defence  ServiceSp  was  adopted.  With  the  support  of  Civil  Defence 
vehicleSp  an  expanded  and  independent  ambulance  service  was  provided 
for  the  district  at  a time  when  the  private  transport  facilities 
available  to  the  general  public  had  diminished  considerably. 
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Tho  initial  cost  of  the  iiinbulance  amounted  tos-

Joinery 
EittingSj  such  as  skirtings^  picture  rails,  etc,  are  either 
loosened  or  removed,  according  to  the  degree  of  infestation.  Vi/hen 
necessary,  such  fittings  are  destroyed  by- fire  and  nev7  provided.

The  periodical  use  of  land  in  the  Tattenham  Corner  area  of 
the  district  ana  land  fronting  Dov.ns.way , Tadworth,  by  gypsies  for 
encampment  purposes  during  the  years  1942  and  194/^  culminated  in 
Court  action  by  the  Council  on  the  grounds  triCct  the  amenitidS^  of 
these  parts  of  the  Urban  District  were  prejuaically  affjcted  by  the 
presence  of,  or  conditions  arising  from,  the  moveable  auollings 
thereon. 

The  cases  v/ero  nearc.  at  oubton  Potty  aossions  on  ciid  29th 
November,  1945,  and  the  9th  December,  1945v  respectively,  and  Ore  ers 
were  made  by  the  Court  (a)  requiring  the  removal  of  the  moveable 
dwellings  and  (b)  prohibiting  any  moveable  dw/elling  being  pl.:.ced  on 
land  within  88O  yards  ra.dius  from  the  sites  of  the  moveable  di/ellings 
as  coloured  pink  on  the  plans  attached  to  the  Orders. 
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This  action  increased  the  number  of  such  prohibited  areas 
in  the  district  to  three^ 

The  experience  "of  the  operation  of  the  first  prohibition 
Order  in  1941  has  shorn  that  the  prohibition  does  give  effective 
control  in  dealing  v\dth  gypsy  encampments., 


-Offensive  Trades.

Complaints . 

297  Complaints  were  received  during  1942  and  529  during 

1945. 

They  covered  a variety  of  subjects^  many  being  of  a minor 
character  and  easily  dealt  wlth^  while  some  were  of  a very  compli- 
cated nature-  and  necessitated  protracted  investigation. 

Among  those  of  exceptional  interest  were  tvro  relating  to 
pillow  and  cushion  feathers. 

In  the  first  of  these  two  cases^  following  the  obtaining 
by  the  complainant  of  four  secondhand  pillows^  a very  offensive 
smell  was  noticeable  in  the  bedroom  s-hortly  after  retiring  to  bed. 
It  was  some  days  before  the  pillows  became  suspect^  and  it  was  then 
"noted  that  while  there  was  no  smell  noticeable  from  the  pillows 
during  the  day  time^  there  was  a smell  apparent  v»rhen  body  heat  had 
thoroughly  warmed  the  pillows.  .. 

A specimen  of  the  feathers  was  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination^  and  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of 
the  bacteriologist  is  interesting ; - 

' "Culture  of  the  feathers  in  broth  gave  rise  to  a very 

pronounced  ’smell'.  This  smell  appears  therefore  to  be 
due  to  bacterial  action.  Isolation  of  the  organisms  present 
> has  yielded  a very  heavy  mixed  flora  including  both  aerobic 
and  anaerobic  strains. 

It  is  probable  that "the  extremely  unpleasant  odour  is 
produced  by  the  combined  growth  of  both  aerobic  and  anaerobic 
organisms^  analogous  to ' that  which  occurs  in  cases  of  gas 
gangrene,  etc." 

Prior  to  the  examination  of  the  specimen  the  feathers  from 
all  the  pillovjs  had  been  subjected  to  .a  number  of  w'ashings  by  plain 
water.  tO‘  which  disinfectant  had  been  added,,  without  any  effect 
whatsoever  in  reducing  or  eliminating  the  smell. 

Destruction  of  the  feathers  ?;as.the  only  satisfactory 

solution. 


In  the  second  case,  cushions  which  had  become  very  "thin'* 
were  on  opening  found  to  be  heavily  infested  with  the  Case-bearing 
Clothes  Moth  caterpillar.  Only  the  stems' of  the  feathers  remained, 
the  feather  portion  having  been  eaten  away. 

It  is  desired  to  record  the  very  useful  help  that  is 
alw'ays  available  at  the  British  Museum'  (Natural  History)  in  respect 
of  the  various  types  of  insects  and  their  habits.

Generally^  housing  work  has  received  as,  much  attention  as 
the  circumstances  have  permitted. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  routine  house  to 
house  inspection^  and  inspections  that  have  been  made  arose  mainly 
upon  complaint  by  occupiers^  and  repairs  requested  have  of  necessity 
been  confined  to  the  most  serious  defects. 

The  general  deterioration  of  house  property  continues  on 
an  increasing  scale,  and  means  that  the  accumulation  of  repairs 
ivill  necessitate  a considerable  amount  of  inspectiohal  v^ork  at  some 
future  date,  and  a very  large  amount  of  repair  work  will  be  necessary.

Twenty -nine  cases  vvere  notified  during  1942,  The  case 
rate  was  0,99  1000  of  population  compared  with  2,19  per  1000 

of  population  for  England  and  vmles.  In  1943  fifty-two  cases  were 
notified.  The  case  rate  was  1,84  per  1000  of  population  compared 
with  3 = 01  per  1000  . of  population  for  England  , and  IVales.  The 
disease  \"jas  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred,'- 


Diphtheria , _ ■ 

In  1942  twenty-tw^o  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified^  of 
which  twenty  were  from  institutions.  Of  the  two  district  cases'^ 
one  was  an. adult  who  recovered^  and  the  other  was  an  unimmunised 
child  vjho  died  of  laryngeal  infection.  The  case  rate  was  0.75 
per  1000  of  population  compared  with  I.05  per  1000  of  population 
for  England  and  Wales.  In  1943  there  were  twelve  cases  of  Diphtheria^ 
of  which  ten  were  from  institutions.  Of  the  two  district  cases, 
one  was  an  adult  and  the  other  an  unimmunised  child^  both  of  whom 
recovered.  The  case  rate  was  0.43  per  1000  of  population  compared 
with  0.88  per  1000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  1943  a census  covering  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  v;as  carried  out  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  the  number 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and -fifteen  years  idno  had 
been  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  The  extensive ■ work  of  visiting 
and  recording  was  undertaken  by  the  local  Committee  of  the  Ministry 
of  Information.  Assistance  was  also  given  by  personnel  of  the. 
Civil  Defence  Services.  The  Wardens  provided  in  each  of  their  post 
areas  lists  of  houses  where  c-hildren  were  known  to  reside.  The  . 
census  cannot  be  regarded  as  quite  completCp  but  represents  the  • 
investigation  of •' a very  large  sample  of  the  child  population,  A 
comparison  of^  the  estimated  and  local  census  populations  will  show 


the  -small  deficiency  in  the  census.

The  high  percentage  of  children  immunised  is  very  satis- 
factory. To  maintain  th-is  position  it  will  be  necessary  to  concen- 
trate on  securing  the  immunisation  of  babies  reaching  the  age  of  one 
year.  It  should  be  routine  for  mothers  to  have  their  cliildren 
immunised  against  diphtheria  at  the  age  of  one  yearj  and  to  have  a 
reinforcing  injection  at  the  age  of  five  years  just  before  they 
enter  school. 

During  1942^  ^6l  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
425  children  between  the  age  of  five  and  fifteen;,  were  immunised. 

For  19^3  the  numbers  were  322  and  143  respectively. 

In  1943  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Civil  Defence  Heavy 
Mobile  F.A.  Unit  vehicle  to  be  used  for  the  immunisation  of  children 
in  the  rural  localities  of  the  district.  It  was  found  to  be  satis- 
factory to  make  a round  of  visits  with  this  Vehicle  ei;uipped  as  a 
surgery;,  and  by  appointment  to  call  on  lamilids'  and  immunise  children 
in  the  vehicle. 

Co-operation  with  Medical  Practitioners, 

The  Council  has  alv/ays  recognised  the  large  part  played 
by  the  family  doctor  in  the  success  of  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

In  January  1942  the  scheme  was  extended  whereby  all  parents 
desiring  their  chilaren  to  be  immunised  by  their  o\m  doctor,  could 
have  this  carried  out  free  of  cost^  on  application  to  their  doctor 
or  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  In  this  district  where  many 
homes  are  at  some  distance  from  the  Clinics.,  it  is  greatly  to  the 
advantage  of  mothers  to  have  this  service  brought  near  to  them  by 
t he i r own  do  c to  r , 

I would  express  my  thanks  to  Dr',  R.E,  French  for  his 
advice  and  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  scheme^  and  to  all 
the  medical  practitioners  who  have  participated. 


Ths  numbcrv  of  children  immunised  medical  practitioners 
under  the  Council's  Cchtme  during  1942  was  79  and  in  194p;  140, 

These  figures  are  included  in  the  totals  for  the  yearSp  given 
previously  in  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  imiaunisation  by  medical  practitioners^ 
the  Council's  scheme  provides  for  immunisation  free  of  cost  at 
Child  Vvelfare  Clinics^  .-at  SchoolSj,  and  at  the  Council  Is  Clinic 
held  every  Monday  at  2 p,m'.  at  the  Offices  of  the  Public  Health 
Department;  "Hollycrof t'*;  .Chipstead,.  RoaQ;  Banstead, 

Measles . . . 

Minor  epidemics  of  measles  occurred  during  the  first  six 
months  of  each  of  the  years  1942  and  19d3^  The  infection  spread  in 
succession  from  one  centre  of  population  to  another.  In  1942  Burgh 
Heath  and  Tadworth  w-ere  chiefly  affected; ' and  Banstead  and  Vlfoodinan- 
sterne  in  19^5-  There  was  no  death  ixit  1942,  In  19'i3  there  was  one 
death  of  a child  aged  1 year  from  Broncho  Pneumonia,  The  pulmonary 
complications  of  measles  are  particularly  seriouS;  and  it  is  import- 
ant to  ensure  careful  nursing  during  the  acute  phase  of  the  illness.

Whooping  Cough  was-  prevalent  throughout  19'i2;,  and  there  was 
one  death  of  a child  aged  9 months  from  Broncho-pneumonia,  During 
1943  there  v^as  a decline  in  incidence;-  and  no  deaths  occurred, 
VJhooping  Cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious, of  the  acute  infections  in 
that'  it  is  a prolonged  debilitating  illness  with  ever  present  risk  of 
secondary  infection  of  the  lungs.

One  case  (fatal)  of  a child  aged  3 years  vms  notified  during 
1942,  TV'/d  deaths  were  recorded;  the  other  being  a child  aged  one 

month  v/ho  died  in  another  district.  In  19^3  two  cases  aged  7 months 

and  6 years  were  notified;  and  there  was  one  death.  The  cases  v^ere 
sporadic  and  not  interconnected. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis , ■ . 

In  1942  three  cases  aged, 2 yearS;  5 years  and  I5  years  were 

notified.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  same  locality  vdthin  a 

period  of  two  weeks,-  There  was  no  evidence  of  direct  or  indirect 
contact.  In  I945  one  case  of  a child  aged  2-|  years  was  notified  from 
an  institution.  All  the  cases-  recovered  with  some  residual  paresis. 


Enteric  Fever. 


Tb.;re  was  no  case  oT  Typhoid  Fever  or  of  Paratyphoid  Fever 
during  the  years  I942  and  1943 o 

Dysentery . 

In  1942  ninety-seven  cases  were  notified^  of  v\rhich  ninety- 
six  were  from  Institutions.  In  1943  eighteen  cases  were  notified 
from  Institutions.  All  of  the  cases  were  of  the  Sonne  or  Flexner  type 

Pneumonia . 

In  194;^  of  fourteen  deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  only 
two  were  notified  cases.  The  majority  occurred  outside  the  district, 
?he  total  number  of  notified  cases  arising  in  the  district  vras  thirty- 
five,  In  1943^  of  t¥\jelve  deaths  from  all  forms  of. pneumonia  none 
were  notified  cases.  The  total  number  of  notified  cases  in  the 
district  was  nine. 

Influenza . 

Influenza  became  epidemic  during  Decemberj  1943«  The 
disease  v/as  mild,  causing  disability  of  four  or  five  days  duration, 
but  leaving  residual  debility,  and  some  cases  were  complicated  by 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  VJar  conditions  made  it  difficult  for  many 
people  to  receive  ordina,ry  home  nursing  care  and  domestic  difficulties 
arose.  A scheme  to  give  assistance  in  the  homes  ?;as  instituted,  and 
operated  by  the  personnel  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Cervices.  In 
addition,  the  VJomen's  Voluntary  Service,  through  their  street  organi- 
sation were  able  to  help.  Nineteen  cases  vieve  assisted  through  the 
official  scheme,  and  the  service  was  greatly  appreciated.

Scabies . - 

Thirty-five  cases  were  reported  during  1942  and  forty-two 
cases  during  1943.  In  most  instances,  it  was  possible  to  arrange  for 
treatment  at  home,  lotion  being  supplied  free,  but  where  home  con- 
ditions were  unsuitable,  arrangements  were  available  for  treatment 
at  the  gas  cleansing  station  at  Tadv\forth  Court  Hospital.

During  the  year  1943  notable  advances  in  the  Tuberculosis 
Scheme  were  the  payment  of  allowances  to  encourage  patients  to  under- 
take early  treatment^  and  the  appointment  of  Almoners  to  the  dispensary 
districts  to  deal  with  the  social  care  of  patients.
